their posts. An express embargo was 
ordered at New York and reports were 
current that a passenger embargo 
might follow. 


While'available figures indicated be- 


tween £5,000 and 40,000 railroad men 
had joined the strikers, railroad man- 
agers here estimated today that at 
least half a million workers in other 
lines had leen forced out of employ- 
ment. 


In Chicago 50,000 packing house 


workers were idle. Three thousand 
were idle ai St, Louis. At Gary 12,000 
steel mill employes ba$ been sent 
home and 35,000 in the Youngstowu 
steel mills were expected to be idle. 
Many mines in southern Illinois were 
reported closed as the result o* the 
strike and it was expected 20,000 min- 
ers would be thrown out of employ- 
ment.
